The Great American Dream 
ELVIS PRESLEY 


“Who are you?” the trooper asked. “Elvis Presley, a 
singer" was the far from assured reply. 

It was December 23, 1954, and Christmas wasn't so 
bountiful for the then young man who was to become 
Memphis’ most famous resident and a millionaire while 
still in his 20's. 

On that holiday, Elvis Aaron Presley fell to reminiscing 
about Christmases past. One which he particularly 
remembered centered around that cold, lonely night in 
1954, at the start of his rise to fame. 

Elvis, Scotty Moore and the late Bill Black had earned 
the then magnificent sum of $100.00 each by playing a 
club date in Shreveport, La. They were driving back to 
Memphis when Elvis curled up in the back seat and 
went to sleep, using Black's bass fiddle for a pillow. 
A state trooper had stopped them for speeding, Said 
Elvis: “I remember it was cold and | was sleepy. | 
woke up and the officer asked, ‘Who are you?’ 

“Elvis Presley, a singer.” 

The officer looked puzzled. Of cour: 
heard of me. Hardly anyone had 
“Here goes my Christmas money 
But the officer let us go with a warni 
it was so close to Christmas. 

“| gave a big sigh of relief. After the officer left, the 
three of us got out of the car and counted our money by 
the car headlights. The money was mostly in dollar 
bills. Man, that was the most money | ever had in my 
pockets at one time! 

“| blew the whole bundle the next day for Christmas 
presents” 

Elvis “blew the whole bundle" because Christmas 
had always meant something extra special to him, from 
his childhood in Tupelo, Miss. until this day of Days, : 

“It really is the best season of the year. The Christmas 
carols, trees and lights just grab you. There is something 
about Christmas and being home that | just can't explain 
Maybe it's being with the family and with friends, time 
to read and to study. And, of course, when it snows 
there are the snowball fights, Sleigh rides and yes— 
just home” 

Being home for Christmas meant so much to him that 
Elvis missed it only twice in, his 42 years. Those were 
the holidays of 1958-59, when hé was in the Army. 

“There is a lot of difference in Christmases today and 
when we were growing up in East Tupelo. Honestly, | 
can't say these are any better. We are just in a better 
position to spend. But that's not the important thing. 
It's the friendships and the devotion that really count.

Then at the East Tupelo School, he was soon singing 
to his classmates. His teachers entered Elvis in the 
talent section of the Mississippi and Alabama Fair and 
Dairy Show. Elvis was now ten, and he sang “Old Shep” 
unaccompanied and standing on a chair. The applause 
was deafening and for Elvis the curtains of obscurity 
started to part. Elvis was later to say, “If | had to 
pinpoint a moment when | knew | ‘had to make a life 
in show business it was then," Elvis mused. “We were 
broke, man, broke. | remember we left Tupelo overnight. 
Dad packed our belongings in boxes and put them on 
the top and in the trunk of a 1939 Plymouth. We just 
headed to Memphis. Things had to be better.” 

At first, they got better slowly, with Elvis finishing 
schoo! and working as a truck driver. He whiled away 
his leisure time picking at a $2.98 guitar and singing, 
often alone or to his parents and a few friends. 

“I can never forget the longing to be someone. | 
guess if you are poor you always think bigger and want 
more than those who have everything when they are 

orn. Ms a e 

“We didn't. So our dreams and ambitions could be much 
greater because we had so much farther to go than 
anyone else.” 

Frequently when he was speaking of these “early 
days” Elvis lapsed into the pronoun “WE” when it would 
be natural to say “I. He used the Plural because he 
automatically included his parents when discussing his 
meteoric rise. 

“| know what Poverty is. | lived it for a long time. 
But my mama -and daddy kept struggling. They did 
everything possible for me.” And when his time came 
Elvis did everything possible for them and for his country. 
His time was not long in coming. It really begam in 1953 
for, somewhere in the corner of his mind, the impulse 
to make a record for his mama guided Elvis to the 
Memphis Recording Service. It cost four dollars and 
the curtains of obscurity opened wider. ‘ 

Fate? Voice untrained, loud clothing, ducktailed hair, 
handsome features, soft sultry voice, polite, but confident 
of his singing abilities caught Marion Keisker's fancy 
and she put "My Happiness" and “That's When Your 
Heartaches Begin” on tape and played them for her 
boss Sam Phillips. And Phillips tucked away the name 
Elvis Presley in a niche of his mind. The drapes of 
obscurity were soon to fall. Sam Phillips did remember 
and Elvis recorded “That's All Right, Mama” and “Blue 
Moon of Kentucky”. Billboard Magazine said Elvis 
Presley was ‘a potent new chanter who can sock over a 


tune for either the country or the rhythm and blues 
markets’

Thank 
you for your help. | believe we have 
a winner.” 

For Bud Dudley the past hours 
were neither hectic nor frantic. They 
were a tonic. He and his committee 
of prominent Memphis sports and 
civic figures just had negotiated to 
bring two top college football teams 
to the Liberty Bowl to play before 
a live audience of 51,000 and-an 
ABC-TV audience estimated at 40 
million. 

“This is what you work all year for. 
It's like a giant jigsaw puzzle,” said 
Dudley. “You keep moving this and 
that piece around until finally it all 
falls into place.” 

For Dudley, founder and executive 
director of the Liberty Bowl, the 
pieces indeed finally have fallen 


into place. The Liberty Bow! now * 


ranks among the country's top post- 
season football games. But for a 
long time it appeared that the 
“Golden Boy” of Philadelphia was 
going to lay an egg 

The Liberty Bow! was born in a 


What is the 
Liberty Bowl ? 


Philadelphia snowstorm in 1959. 
The idea was to pit the leading inde- 
pendent college team in the east 
against a power from another section 
of the country. The weatherman 
wasn't the only one who refused to 
cooperate. 

There was, for example, the prob- 
lem of where to play. “It never had 
occurred to me that Penn wouldn't 
allow us to use Franklin Field. Penn, 
being in the Ivy League, had no 
interest in bowl games. But even 
though the Liberty Bowl was sanc- 
tioned by the National Collegiate

By now the pattern had been es- 
tablished and ‘sportswriters were 
having a field day penning purple 
prose.

“Eskimo Bowl" and that “ice Bowl". 
One writer concluded that there was 
nothing like a Liberty Bow! where 
fans “could sit in a blizzard and watch 
two teams freeze to death.”

Athletic ,Association, Penn turned 
thumbs down in the use of its 
facilities. This forced us to Municipal 
Stadium, better known as the ‘White 
Elephant,’ a massive structure with 
poor visibility — and which could 
get very cold on just a cool day.

December, the weather became a 
serious factor.” 

That was putting it mildly, a lot 
milder than the weather. Before the 
second game, the East was pelted 
with a 14-inch snowfall. Snowbanks 
of two to three feet guarded the 
sidelines at gametime.

Dame (Ind.) University in 1943, A 
leading high-school scorer and an

team of the Fighting Irish, he had a 
so-so college football career. World 
War II followed graduation and 
Dudley saw service as lead navigator 
of a B-24 bomber group for which 
he was awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross. Before getting out of 
the service in 1945, Dudley had a 
rewarding year playing football for 
the Army. He was one of 200 players 
who tried out and one of three star- 
ters who had not played previously 
in the National Football Conference 

For six years, Dudley kept busy in 
Philadelphia sports activities while 
Operating a family paint and wall- 
Paper business. Among the teams he 
scouted for were Notre Dame and 
Georgia. In 1952 Villanova asked his 
help in rescuing its sagging football 
Program. The small Catholic school 
in Philadelphia was in its 62nd year 
of football, but high costs and a tiny 
9,800-seat stadium were making 
scheduling difficult on a major basis. 

“Il Was given a onesyear contract 
to restore football to Villanova,” 
Dudley recalled recently. “The ab- 
vious first step was to get six more 
games. ‘So | went to the NCAA con- 
vention in Washington with deter- 
mination and a little fear. Well, | cor- 
nered Wally Butts and he introduced 
me around. | ended up with a 10- 
game schedule including Fordham, 
Texas, Georgia, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Baylor, Houston and Texas A&M. 

| ‘figured | was in good shape 
until | looked at Georgia's contract 
the next day. There it was in bold 
type. | had guaranteed Wally Butts 
$25,000 to play us. That's what | get 
for making @ contract at four am. 

Four weeks before the game | 
asked Our business manager how 
many tickets we had sold. He 
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wouldn't tell me at first. Then | 
found out why. He had sold just 
600. You can imagine what kind of 
bath Villanova was going to take." 

Out of this “sheer desperation” 
grew the idea for the “grocery bowls.” 
Said Dudley: “Supermarkets were 
giving away other things with a cer- 
tain amount of purchases — dishes, 
encyclopedias — so why not football 
tickets? | gave them the pitch and 
they went for it. 

“The game was moved to Munici- 
pal Stadium and we wound up sel- 
ling 100,000 tickets. At one super- 
market the crowd was so great the 
first day the tickets went on sale that 
a display window was pushed in. It 
was the strangest football crowd in 
history. Most never had seen a game 
before. They made it a family outing 
The next year, 1954, we played Ole 
Miss in another grocery bowl and 


drew 102,000. Unfortunately we 
took such a drubbing that 60,000 
walked out at halftime.” 

Five bowl games were staged in 
all with more than 460,000 tickets 
sold. Despite the success, some col- 
lege athletic directors branded the 
stunt as crass commercialism and 
labeled Dudley a “slick opportunist.” 
The athletic director was stung. 

“Everybody was making speeches 
about college football being a great 
institution that shouldn't be tam- 
pered with. That's fine. But look at 
what was happening to that fine in- 
stitution. It was falling down around 
our ears. You take the Catholic col- 
leges. Of the 50 schools that once 
had had football programs, the list 
was down to nine in 1953. Now it's 
down to six. The NCAA and the con- 
ferences were preaching the purity of 
the sport, but every meeting was 
spent arguing over who played on 
TV and who made the most money 
out of it." 

It 1957 Dudley resigned from Vil- 
lanova and the school promptly de- 
emphasized football. Dudley turned 
to sports promotion full time. He 
was the first to bring Canadian League 
football to the United States. He was 
responsible for the largest crowd 
ever to witness a game in the old 
American Football League (73,916), 
and he is credited with Promoting 
the largest crowd ever to witness a 
Continental Football League game 
(51,911). 

The string of victories made the 
failing of the Liberty Bowl even 
harder to take. “I knew if | could 
just get over the hump once we could 
make a real go of it. But | felt like 
| was beating my head against the 
wall in Philadelphia,” Dudley said. In 
five years he had lost $50,000. When

a group of businessmen guaranteed 
the Liberty Bowl $25,000 if it would 
move to Atlantic City, N.J., Dudley 
was on the next bus. The game would + 
be played indoors at the Atlantic 
City- Convention Hall. The hall was 
fine for crowning Miss Americas and 
nominating presidents but as a foot- 
ball field it was hardly the Astrodome. 

Workmen had to lay 10,800 square 
feet of sod. Only 6,059 fans saw 
Utah beat West Virginia, 32-6. Some 
insiders say the attendance figure 
was reached only after Dudley made 
repeated trips through the turnstiles. 

About this time, Dudley was invi- 
ted to attend the dedication of the 
Memphis, Tenn., Memorial Stadium. _ 
“It is one of the finest football sta- 
diums in the country,” Dudley said. 
“| was immediately taken with it. | 
also was impressed with the late 
Judge Harry Pierotti and Jimmy- 
Moore, the twe men who sold me on 
coming to Memphis.” The site of the 
game had changed permanently. 

It was a success from the start— 
but a hard one. By matching Ole 
Miss and Auburn in 1965, the first 
Memphis contest had a distinctive 
southern flavor. The game that many 
feel elevated the Liberty Bowl to 
major bowl status and prestige was 
the Tennessee and Arkansas show- 
down, with an absolute capacity 
crowd and possibly the best game 


of the 1971 season. From the early 
70's until the present times inter- 
sectional match-ups have prevailed 
with highly ranked teams such as 
Texas A&M vs Southern Cal in 1975 
and UCLA vs Alabama in 1976. 

Obviously, the Liberty Bowl has 
reached out. Positively it will reach 
further. Survival was its first objec- 
tive achieved. Prestige was the sec- 
ond, equally successful. Ascendence 
is the next goal, and with the De- 
cember date, the history of ex- 
cellence, the advantages of full ter- 
ritory support, the attractiveness to 
the athletes, the surrounding en- 
tertainment features, only the sky is 
the limit. 

Not to be overlooked is the most 
important part of the Liberty Bowl— 
the theme and purpose of the game. 
Liberty is our most precious gift, 
and Americans who have fought and 
died for our liberty will continue to 
be honored. 

Each year the halftime show con- 
tinues to receive more praises from 
viewers coast to coast. The theme 
is unashamedly patriotic, and the 
sight of over 50,000 people waving 
the American flag tells you that

In September, they were bench- 
warmers. In November, they were 
1,000-yard balicarriers. 

And in December, they are the 
focal points of the Liberty Bowl. 

|.M. Hipp, the wonder walk-on at 
Nebraska, and Famous Amos Law- 
rence, the ferocious and precocious 
North Carolina freshman. 

They turned their teams’ offensive 
potential into potency this year that 
Propelled the Huskers and Heels 
into the Liberty Bowl, the first ap- 
pearance by either school in the 
classic's 19-year history. 

EXAMPLE: Lawrence did not play 
in the season-opener against Ken- 
tucky, which resulted in a 10-7 
Carolina loss. And though Famous 
Amos had shown flashes of brilliance 
in appearances against the likes of 
Northwestern and Wake Forrest, the 
Tar Heels were an ordinary 3-2 be- 
fore coach Bill Dooley put Lawrence 
in the starting lineup against arch- 
rival North Carolina State.

The North Carolina unit led the nati 


RESULTS: Famous Amos rushed 
for 216 yards in Carolina's 27-14 
win over the Wolfpack, and the Tar 
Heels went 5-0-1 down the stretch, 
with only a 13-13 tie against Clem- 
son marring the final six games. And 
Amos amassed 1,211 yards in 10 
games to finish eighth in the nation 
in rushing. 

EXAMPLE: In Nebraska's season 
opener, Hipp carried one time, fum- 
bled, and was through for the day. 
The Huskers were upset 19-10 by 
Washington State. Hipp played some 
against Alabama, rushing for 38 yards 
and snaring a 53-yard pass to set 
up a Cornhusker score as Nebraska 
prevailed over the Tide 31-24. 

RESULTS: A starter the next week, 
Hipp ran for 122 yards against 
Baylor, followed by 254 yards 
against Indiana, and 207 against 
Kansas State, and Nebraska finished 
second to Oklahoma in the Big 
Eight. And I.M. finished with 1,301 
yards, good for 11th in the land. 

So there should be little secret 
about who's got the ball when North 
Carolina and Nebraska meet for the 
first time in football. 

Both teams run I-formations and 
both Hipp and Lawrence are the 
deepbacks, or in Nebraska's ter-

minology the |-Back, in Carolina's 
jargon the tailback. 

Lawrence, a compact 5-10, 180- 
Pounder from: Virginia Beach, Va., 
and Hipp, a lean 6-0, 200-pounder 
out of Chapin, S.C., are both work- 
horses and have carried the ball 30 
times or more this year. Amos set 
an NCAA record for freshmen when 
he gained 286 yards against Virginia, 
while Hipp, a sophomore, cleared 
the 200-yard mark three times. 

So the trick for the respective and 
respected defenses is to stop Hipp— 
as Oklahoma did in the Sooners’ 
38-7 victory Nov. 25-and Lawrence 
—which no one in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference could do, hence the Tar 
Heels’ ACC championship. 

Defensively, North Carolina ap- 
pears to have the edge statistically 
speaking, although in games like 
these, numbers can lie. 

The Tar Heels were the stingiest 
team in the nation this year, 
scoring-wise, yielding 7.4 points per 
game. Overall, North Carolina ranked 
12th defensively, permitting 238 
yards per game, while conversely, 
Nebraska ranked 12th offensively, 
averaging 415 yards per game. 

Of course, the key matchups, then, 
will occur in the trenches.

In order to spring Hipp loose, 
Nebraska will have to penetrate an 
excellent Carolina defensive _ front 
consisting of All-America tackle Dee 
Hardison and his sidekick Rod 
Broadway; ends Ken Sheets and T.K. 
McKenzie; and noseguard Dave 
Simmons. The best battle could be 
between Nebraska's outstanding 
center Tom Davis and Carolina’s 
Simmons. 

In the secondary, North Carolina 
has big-play people in hard-hitting 
sophomore linebacker Buddy Curry; 
cornerback Alan Caldwell, an even 
harder hitter who lines his locker 
with pictures of that reknown head 
hunter George Atkinson; and safety 
Bernie Menapace, perhaps’ the 
team's best all-round athlete. 

Menapace was Carolina's quarter- 
back through the first five games of 
1976 before then-freshman Matt 
Kupec was deemed ready for com- 
bat. Kupec doesn't pass often, but 
when he does, he's accurate, having 
hit on 56 per cent of his attempts 
this year. His favorite receivers are 
tight end Brooks Williams and wide 
out Walker Lee. 

While the Huskers have moved 
the ball better than -they have 
stopped it this year, they're no 
slouches on defense. Linebacker Lee 
Kunz, monster Jim Pillen and safety 
Larry Valasek have been outstand-

“Offensively, Nebraska is two-deep 
in the skill positions. Before anyone 
ever heard of Isaiah Moses Hipp, ju- 
nior Rick Berns was the starting I- 
back, and he‘ is Nebraska’s eighth- 
leading career rusher with 1,634 
yards.

Hipp is also a dangerous receiver, 
having caught five passes for 99 
yards. Although Lawrence didn't 
register a reception this year, he 
threw the ball four times, hitting 
one for a touchdown. 

Finally, there are the intangibles to 


consider. Tradition. Desire. Motiva- 
tion. 
Nebraska, the school with the 


most football tradition, finished the 
season on a low note—a humiliating 
loss to Oklahoma. But then, the 
Cornhuskers have finished the last 
five Big Eight seasons with losses 
to Oklahoma and have come back 
to win four out of five bow! games. 

North Carolina finished the sea- 
son strong and may enter the game 
with more to gain—the prospect of 
notching a win over a prestigious 
Big Eight team. But Carolina's bowl 
record is unimpressive—2-7 overall, 
1-4 under Dooley,“and the Heels are 
0-5 against Big Eight competition 
(0-2 vs. Missouri and 0-3 vs. Okla- 
homa).

Elvis went on tour and the youth 
of the fifties were screaming “I love 
Elvis” and wearing “Elvis is King” 
buttons. Elvis worked harder to 
please his fans. Colonel Tom Parker 
then took over and signed Elvis with 
RCA Victor and their first release, 
“Heartbreak Hotel" jumped to num- 
ber one on the national charts selling 
over a million records and Elvis was 
the King of the United States. 

In 1956 Paramount released his first 
film “Love Me Tender” followed by 
“Jailhouse Rock” and Elvis was King 
of the World. While making “King 
Creole", the draft called. Elvis 
was deferred to complete King 
Creole. However, the anti-Presley 
faction believed Elvis would never 
serve and if he did he would receive 
preferential treatment. Elvis con- 
sidered his service in the Army as a 
duty to his country and in 1956 when 
faced with the probability of being 
drafted Elvis said, “When my number 
is up, I'll go and | want to be treated 
just like the other fellows.” 

In the summer of 1957 Elvis 
bought an estate of 13% acres with 
a mansion named Graceland, a place 
big enough for all the members of 
his family. It was to become Elvis’ 
sanctuary where he could rest, sur- 
rounded by family and _ friends 
Graceland soon became the mecca 
for Elvis fans around the world, Un- 
told thousands made the pilgrimage 
to stand outside the gate and wait, 
hoping for a glimpse of Elvis and a 
wave of his hand in recognition of 
their presence and they still come. 

On March 20, 1958, Elvis was 
called home on leave and took turns 
with his father at his mother's bed- 
side. Elvis was resting at Graceland 
when his mother died on August 14, 
1958, A saddened Elvis returned to 
duty remembering “his mother's 
wishes that Elvis and his dad would 
always be togethér. With Elvis 
ordered to West Germany as part 
of replacement crew for the Third 
Armored Regiment, arrangements 
were made for Verrion Presley to 
settle in West Germany. Elvis served 
with honor, was promoted to Squad 
Leader and Sergeant and discharged 
in March 1960. 

There were many skeptics who 
believed that after iwo years in the 
Army, no movies, no records, no 
personal appearances, Elvis would 
have a hard time holding his crown 
Bul destiny had not deserted him, 
and Elvis’ TV special with Frank 
Sinatra and Sammy Davis was fol- 


lowed by 28 movies starting with 
Gl Blues, between 1960 and 1968. 

Then Elvis felt the need to per- 
form again before a live audience. 
NBC contracted with Elvis for a live 
TV Christmas Special. Rave reviews, 
and Elvis toured again. He was still 
the King. A live TV show from 
Hawaii in 1973, “Aloha Hawaii", 
drew more viewers world wide than 
the first moonwalk. The national 
tours continued. Elvis and his fans 
were on a one to one basis. Daz- 
zling, captivating, incomparable, 
Elvis, King of the People. 

Only 100 miles and a miracle 
separated Elvis Aaron Presley from 
his three room birthplace and the 
security of his million dollar Mem- 
phis mansion. 

Relaxing on a 20-foot sofa in his 
Graceland living room, Elvis 
summed up his fantastic career in 
one characteristically short sen- 
tence: “We have come a long way 
from Tupelo”. 


It's a journey the experts said he 
would never complete. Their judge- 
ment was pronounced in the mid 
1950's when Elvis became a hip- 
slinging sideburned overnight sen- 
sation 

“He can't last,” said Jackie Glea- 
son, the expert of the greatest girth. 

But Elvis not only lasted, he grew 
greater. He was the undisputed king 
of the movie money makers, draw- 
ing $750,000 and more per picture— 
plus 50% of the sure fire profit. His 
record company, RCA Victor, esti- 


mates Elvis’ voice had been heard 
by more people than any other per- 
former save Bing Crosby, and he 
was a star when Elvis was still tod- 
dling in Tupelo. 

While other Rock and Roll stars 
have risen swiftly only to fall the 
same way, Elvis fans multiplied, 

The man they worshipped was an 
entertainment enigma. Unlike some 
other superstars, Elvis was genuine- 
ly a nice guy. He never made news 
by insulting people, by brawling, 
nightclubbing or running with the 
Hollywood status packs. His man- 
ners were a source of amazement 
to those meeting him for the first 
time. He was almost universally des- 
cribed with such words as “Polite”, 
“Nice”, "Humble", “Sincere” and 
“Thoughtful”, 


In a world where publicity is the 
staff of life, Elvis conversely became 
almost a recluse during his non- 
working hours. This was _ partly 
because he was naturally retir- 
ing, but much more largely because 
of the demands made for his time. 

Yet once he granted a favor, Elvis 
was as gracious as the caricature of 
the “Southern gentleman." He never 
dodged questions and hesitated over 
his answers only when he felt he 
might be made to appear snobbish. 
He was troubled by some waspish 
Stories which accused him of forget- 
ting his fans, 

“It's not true," he said with quiet 
intensity. “Of course, | don't get out 
like | used to before entering the 
Army. It's just because | have been 
so busy. When | complete a movie 
or recording session, | head for 
Graceland as fast as | can, 

“| withdraw not from my fans, 
but from myself. After work, | just 
give out. | like to come back here to 
think and relax. | guess in that res- 
pect | have withdrawn, but here it's 
quiet and | can re-evaluate myself 
and see where | am going 

“| certainly haven't lost my res- 
pect for my faris, newspapermen or 
anyone else. It's kinda like making a 
movie. It takes teamwork. My team 
has been my millions of fans. 

“There hdve been thousands of 
stories about me that were not true. 
| don't really object because | know 
what it is to scratch and fight for 
what you want.” - 

Here he made some observations 
‘which the fans, with the callosity of 
youth, would probably label “square” 
or “corny” 

“lam not ashamed of my back- 
ground, or the fact that | drove a 
truck. In fact, | am proud that in 
America we have the Opportunity 
to fight for a way of life. | don't 
regard money or \position as impor- 


tant. It is what a man does that is 
important.” 

The speech is a long one for a 
man not easily given to talking about 
himself. Like all his comments, it is 
a mixture of colloquialisms, strange- 
ly juxtaposed with the words of an 
intelligent man who was not content 
to let his education end with his 
graduation from Humes High School. 

Then on August 15, 1977, Elvis 
spoke his final words to his father. 
“I told Elvis, | think I'll just go with 
you on this tour," Vernon Presley 
said. Then Elvis said, “Fine. The 
more the merrier". But fate called 
for the last time. Elvis’ touring was 
finished, 

The impact of Elvis Presley can be 
reflected in the fact that he never 
performed to less than a full house 
from 1956 until death. Sales of his 
recordings today are creating new 
highs in the recording industry to the 
extent that records cannot be pressed 
fast enough 

All over the world Elvis still lives 


through his albums, movies and . 


films of concerts and his God given 
talent will be with us for generations 
to come. This is truly, a prime 
example of the Great American 
Dream.

Lt. Colonel William G. Leftwich, Jr., United States Marine Corps, was 
an extraordinary human being by any measure. His brilliant record of 
leadership dates back to his early youth; he seemed almost born to 
lead others.

world. 


Vernon Presley, Elvis’ father, is to atcept the 


Sixth Annual Distinguished Service Award on 
behalf of his famous son during the Liberty Bowl 
Festival Association Luncheon. 

The striking bronze plaque bears a portrait of 
Elvis superimposed on the Liberty Bell and Liberty 
Bowl Memorial Stadium and surrounded by seven 
stars. 

Pictures of past winners appear in five of the 
Stars: the late Frank Leahy of Notre Dame, 1972; 
Lt. Col. John A. Dramesi, hero and survivor of a 
North Vietnamese prison, 1973; Coach Paul “Bear” 
Bryant of Alabama, 1974; Southern Cal Coach 
John McKay, 1975; and ABC's Roone Arledge, 1976. 

The inscription reads: “Distinguished Service

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1977 Tar Heel 
Season in Review 


It is customary for the chimes of 
the Bell Tower at the University of 
North Carolina to ring out after 
every big Tar Heel victory. The 
music has been coming out loud and 
clear from that old campus land- 
mark ever since Bill Dooley came 
to Chapel Hill. 

Dooley is the head coach of the 
Carolina Tar Heels and his team has 
just completed another successful 
season, posting an 8-2-1 record. 
Carolina won its third Atlantic Coast 
Conference championship in the last 
seven years with a 5-0-1 mark in 
league games. 

That performance earned the Tar 
Heels a berth in this Liberty Bowl 
game against Nebraska. This is.Caro- 
lina’s sixth bowl appearance in the 
last eight years. The only schools 
which have been to more bowl 
games than the Tar Heels in that 
stretch are Nebraska, Alabama, 
Notre Dame, Ohio State, Penn State, 
Southern California and Texas. 

Carolina comes to the Liberty 
Bow! with a good, all-around foot- 
ball team. The defense has been out- 
standing all year and ranks as one 
of the best in America. The offense 
has been bothered at times by in- 
consistency, but usually has man- 
aged to get enough points to win. 
The kicking game, led by place- 
kicker Tom Biddle and punter 
Johnny Elam, has been solid.

The defense, however, has 
grabbed most of the headlines dur- 
ing this championship season. Five 
Tar Heels — tackles Dee Hardison 
and Rod Broadway, end Ken Sheets, 
linebacker Buddy Curry and strong 
safety Alan Caldwell — made the 
All-ACC team on defense. Hardison, 
a 6-4, 255-pound senior from New- 
ton Grove, N.C., was a consensus 
All-America. 

Carolina led the ACC in total de- 
fense, rushing defense, pass defense 
and scoring defense. In fact, the Tar 
Heels led the nation in scoring de- 
fense, giving up just 10 touchdowns 
in 11 games and an average of 7.4 
points per game. 

Offensively, the Tar Heels had 
two all-conference performers, tail- 
back Amos Lawrence and guard 
Mike Salzano. Lawrence was a 
unanimous All-ACC selection, while 
Salzano was a_ third-team All- 
America on the squad picked by the 
Football News. 

Lawrence, a freshman from Nor- 
folk, Va., led the ACC in rushing 
with 1,211 yards in 10 games. Famous 
Amos broke the school record held 
by Charlie (Choo Choo) Justice for 
most yards gained rushing by a 
freshman and also set a new ACC 
rushing record for a first-year man. 

Lawrence did not play in the sea- 
son opener with Kentucky. The 
Carolina coaches wanted to bring 


him along slowly and that plan 
proved to be a very successful one. 

In that opener, the Tar Heels 
dropped a narrow 10-7 decision at 
Lexington.. The game was a sensa- 
tional defensive struggle. Broadway, 
Sheets, Simmons, Curry, Caldwell 
and Bobby Gay were brilliant. But, 
the Wildcat defense was also su- 
perb. 

Kentucky led 3-0 in the fourth 
quarter when Tar Heel quarterback 
Matt Kupec was shaken up. Clyde 
Christensen came of the bench 
and moved Carolina from its own 
32 to the Wildcat 21 before he too 
was injured. Back came Kupec and 
he got the Tar Heels in the end zone 
on a pass to tight end Mike Finn. 
But, Kentucky came back to win in 
the closing moments on a fourth- 
and-one plunge by Derrick Ramsey. 

Carolina rolled up 425 yards in 
total offense the next week and held 
Richmond to just 214 in a 31-0 win 
over the Spiders. Again, there were 


a host of defensive stars, led by 
Broadway, Ricky Barden, Caldwell 
and Simmons. Offensively, Kupec 


completed 12 of 19 passes for 166 
yards, including a 36-yard scoring 
strike to Walker Lee. Biddle had 
three field goals, one a 46-yarder, 
his career longest. 

The Tar Heels had 507 total yards 
in routing Northwestern, 41-7, at 
Evanston the following Saturday. 
Lawrence ran for 101 yards and 
scored his first touchdown on a 53- 
yard run. He also threw a 20-yard 
scoring pass to tight end Brooks 
Williams. Carolina's other scores 
came on short runs by Kupec and 
Billy Johnson, a 23-yard Kupec to 
Mel Collins pass and a 27-yard toss 
from Christensen to Lee. 

Kupec, however, suffered a bruised 
knee against the Wildcats and 
missed the following game with 
Texas Tech. That game was another 
defensive standoff. Hardison was 
magnificent. So’ were Simmons, 
Sheets, Broadway, Curry, Gay, 
Caldwell and T. K. McDaniels. Caro- 
lina led 7-0 at the half on a six- 
yard run by, Phil Farris. However, 
the Red Raiders, getting 150 yards 
rushing from Billy Taylor, came back 
in the second half to win, 10-7. 

The Tar Heels then opened ACC 
play ‘with a 24-3 win over Wake For- 
est. The Deacons actually led 3-0 
in the third period. However, Bernie 
Menapace made a great hit on Dea- 
con tailback Ronchie Johnson, 
causing him to fumble. Caldwell 
grabbed the ball out of the air and 
raced 72 yards for a touchdown. That 
completely turned the game around. 
Biddle added a field goal and the 
Tar Heels got an 18-yard scoring 
fun from Johnson and a four-yard 


TD run from Doug Paschal. Law- 
rence had 109 yards rushing. 

Lawrence got his first starting as- 
signment the following week and 
made the most of it as Carolina 
ripped arch-rival N.C. State, 27-13. 
The Tar Heel defense was sensa- 
tional, constantly putting pressure 
on Wolfpack quarterback Johnny 
Evans. Hardison, Broadway and 
Simmons spent most of the after- 
noon in the State backfield. 

Carolina led 27-0 before State 
scored on two desperation passes 
late in the fourth quarter. The Tar 
Heel scoring came on two field goals 
by Biddle, a six-yard pass from Ku- 
pec to Williams, a 31-yard return 
of an intercepted pass by Buddy 
Curry and a 16-yard run by fullback 
Bob Loomis. Lawrence ran for 216 
yards and had a 53-yard run. 

The defense held South Carolina 
to just 166 yards in the next game 
as the Tar Heels shut out the Game- 
cocks, 17-0. Menapace, Barden, 
Curry, Gay and Sheets turned in 
especially strong performances. The 
Carolina scoring came on a Biddle 
field goal, a pass from Kupec to Del- 
bert Powell and a two-yard run by 
Lawrence. “ 

Carolina next held powerful 
Maryland to just 215 yards and 
picked off four Terp passes in a 16-7 
victory at College Park, Curry was 
sensational for the Tar Heels. He 
made tackles all over the field, made 
the key stop on a fourth-and-goal 
by- Maryland on the Carolina two 
and intercepted a pass. Kupec 
threw -a 36-yard pass to Collins for 
Carolina's only TD. However, Bid- 
dle kicked three field goals. 

Clemson was ranked as the 12th 
team in the nation when the Tigers 
came to Chapel Hill the following 
threw a 36-yard pass to Collins for 
Carolina’s only TD.

in first place in the ACC standings. 
shawrenes cored the Tar Heels’ 
only touchdown on a 59-yard run 
and finished the, game with 150 
yards on the ground. Biddle kicked 
two field goals, including a 30-yarder 
with just 58 seconds to play to tie 
the game. 

Carolina got a sensational perfor- 
mance from Lawrence in the next 
game against Virginia and piled up 
588 yards in total offense. Amos got 
286 of that himself and scored two 
touchdowns in the 35-14 Tar Heel 
victory. That was a new school and 
ACC single-game rushing record. It 
also broke Tony Dorsett’s NCAA sin- 
gle-game rushing record for a 
freshman. Dorsett had run for 265 
against Northwestern in 1973. 

The Tar Heels’ other scores against 
the Cavaliers came on short runs 
by Paschal and Johnson and a 28- 


yard pass from Kupec to Lee. 

_ Carolina then won the ACC title 
the following week by defeating 
Duke, 16-3, in Durham. Again the 
defense was sensational, holding 
the league's total offense leader, 
Mike Dunn, to just 95 yards. Bobby 
Cale had a brilliant day in the sec- 
ondary, intercepting one pass, 
breaking up three others and making 
five solo tackles, including one quar- 
terback sack. 

Carolina's scoring came on a one- 
yard run by Lawrence and three 
field goals by Biddle. Those field 
goals pushed his season total to 15, 
a Carolina record. Lawrence finished 
the game with 138, yards rushing. 

“Everyone on our team contribu- 
ted a great deal to our success this 
year,” said Dooley after the Duke 
game. "But, | want to pay special tri- 
bute to our seniors. They gave us 
great leadership throughout the 
season and great play as well. They 
just did a super job.” 

So did the entire squad and coach- 
ing staff. If you don't believe it, just 
listen to the Bell Tower ring.

Meet Tar Heel Head Coach 
BILL DOOLEY 


The head football coach at the 
University of North Carolina is Bill 
Dooley, who has taken more Atlan- 
tic Coast Conference teams to bowl 


-games than any coach in league his- 


tory. 

This year's, Liberty Bowl will mark 
the sixth post-season appearance 
for Dooley's Tar Heels in the last 
eight years. Carolina also played in 
the 1970 and 1976 Peach Bowl, the 
1971 Gator Bowl and the Sun Bowl 
in 1972 and 1974, 

In 11 years at Chapel Hill, Dooley 
has compiled an overall record of 
69-52-2. He has won more games 
than any coach in Tar Heel history. 

When the Tar Heels won the ACC 
championship this year, it marked 
the third conference title for Caro- 
lina in the last seven years. Before 
Dooley came to Chapel Hill, the Tar 
Heels had never won an outright 
league crown. In fact, Carolina had 
experienced just one winning sea- 
son in the eight years prior to 
Dooley's arrival on campus. 

Caught with slim material in his 
first two seasons, his teams won only 
five games. Then came a 5-5 break- 
even fall in 1969 and Dooley’s pro- 
gram was on its way. Since then, ex- 
cept for off-seasons in 1973 and 1975, 
Dooley has had his teams national- 
ly-ranked and/or in bowl games 
every year. 

While Dooley was lifting Carolina 
back to the national football pro- 
minence it enjoyed in the 1940's, 
the entire ACC was getting better 
and better. That improvement 
teached a peak this year with four 


conference teams in bowl games. 
The reason for all this is very sim- 
ple — Dooley worked so hard and 
began to win with such regularity 
that other schools had to put more 
into their programs just to keep .up 
with the Tar Heels. 

Perhaps former Virginia Coach 
Don Lawrence summed it up best 
when he said: “The entire Atlantic 
Coast Conference is toughter now 
than it has ever been. | hate to admit 
it, but Bill Dooley is responsible for 
it all. He came into this league and 
worked around the clock to build a 
fine program. Now everybody else 
has started working oevertime to 
catch up. Dooley turned ACC foot- 
ball around.” 

Since Dooley has had four classes 
of his own players at Carolina, his 
teams have won 59, lost 32 and tied 
two. That's a percentage of .645. 

His success at Carolina has been 
shared by those around him. Three 
of his former aides — Lee Hayley, 
Clyde Walker and Bill Cobey — have 
gone on to jobs as athletic directors. 
Hayley is at Auburn, Walker at Kan- 
sas and Cobey at Carolina. Two for- 
mer staff members, Bobby Collins 
and Bud Moore, are now head 
coaches at Southern Mississippi and 
Kansas. 

Four of Dooley's players have 
been consensus All-American—tail- 
back Don McCauley in 1970, guard 
Ron Rusnak in 1972, guard Ken Huff 
in 1974 and defensive tackle Dee 
Hardison this year. No other coach 
in the history of the conference has 
had that many consensus All-Ameri- 
cas. 

Since 1970 Carolina has had more 
All-ACC players than any other 
School in the league. Since Dooley 
came to Chapel Hill, Carolina has 
produced the ACC Player of the 
Year four times. No other coach has 
ever had that many. 

Dooley admits that being a head 
coach deprives him of the biggest 
fun in coaching. 

“What | miss most is getling on 
my hands and knees and giving in- 
dividual instruction to the players,” 
he says. “A head coach is busy 
directing the overall program and 
has to leave that to the assistants. 
| miss it because | always liked to 
get in the trenches with the men.” 

Dooley played in the trenches 
himself when he attended Missis- 
sippi State in the 1950's. He was 


an all-star guard at State and was 


the outstanding lineman in the 
Senior Bowl his senior season. 
Following graduation, Dooley 


went into the coaching field. He 
coached first as an assistant at Mis- 
sissippi State, serving as line coach 
for two years and head freshman 
coach for three seasons. During his 
three years as coach of the fresh- 
men, Dooley's teams never lost to 
Ole Miss, the biggest rival. 

Dooley left Mississippi State for 
George Washington in 1961. He 
stayed there for two seasons and 
then returned to his alma mater in 
1963, where as offensive line coach, 
he helped guide the Maroons into 
the Liberty Bowl. 

When Vince Dooley was named 
head coach at Georgia in 1964, his 
first act was to name Bill, his 
brother, as head of the offense, The 
two brothers restored Georgia to 
football prominence. The Bulldogs 
went to bowl games two of the three 
years Bill was on the staff, compil- 
ing a record of 22-9-1. 

Dooley believes in hard-nosed 
football and will tell you, “As a team, 
you're nothing if you can't run the 
football on an opponent. You've got 
to be able to knock people down and 
run over them. It's a game for men. 
You've got to out-tough people to 
beat them" 

While Dooley's football philosophy 
hinges on mental and physical 
toughness, you would never be able 
to tell that if you met him off the 
field. He's an extremely likeable 
young man who mixes well with 
people from all walks of life. 

Dooley is in constant demand as 
a speaker and he lectures at clinics 
across the country. His summer camp 
for youngsters on the Carolina cam- 
pus is a tremendous success. 

When he's not working, Dooley 
enjoys tennis and fishing. However, 
football is his main game and he 
has the records to prove it.

The University of Nebraska, now 
an institution of three major com- 
ponents—the University of Nebraska 
—Lincoln, the University of Nebras- 
ka at Omaha and the University of 
Nebraska Medical Center, Omaha— 
and a collection of agricultural Ox- 
periment stations and related offices 
across the state, was chartéred by 
the Nebraska Legislature in 1869 and 
held its first classes in 1871 in a 3- 
story brick building on the outskirts 
of Lincoln. a 

At its chartering, the University 
was committed to instruct in agri- 
culture, the “mechanic arts,” and 
military tactics by the terms of the 
Land-Grant College Act of 1862 to 
which the Legislature subscribed. 
These special endeavors, however, 
were made parts of the total Uni- 
versity program with the result that 
Nebraska, unlike some of its neigh- 
bors, has had but one major insti- 
tution of higher education. 

The early years were fraught with 
internal idealogical conflicts, with

financial problems and with shor- 
tages of collegiate students. The 
University not only survived with- 
out interruption, it managed to es- 
tablish the first program of graduate. 
education west of the Mississippi in 


the mid-1880's. By 1909 it had at- * 


tained membership in the select 
Association of American  Univer- 
sities, a tribute to the high quality 
of its faculty and scholastic pro- 
grams. 

The University of Nebraska—Lin- 
coin now has 10 Colleges, plus three 
Schools and many other programs. 
Thirty-nine doctoral level, 61 mas- 
ters, 110 undergraduate and 15 pre-

professional areas of study are of- 
fered. 

Lack of financial support forced 
the University in 1888 to close the 
Medical College it had opened in 
Lincoln five years earlier. In 1902, 
the University reentered the field of 
medical education, taking over the 
Omaha Medical College. This be- 
came the University of Nebraska 
Medical Center in Omaha. 

In 1971, the chief executive officer 
of the University was given the title 
of President. The executive heads 
of the three components were ac- 


corded the titles of chancellor and 
Vice President. 
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1977 Cornhusker 
Season in Review

Nebraska's Cornhuskers will be 
playing in heir ninth consecutive 
post-season classic and their 14th 
in 16 years when they meet the 
North Carolina Tar Heels. 

In posting their 16th straight win- 
ning season, and the fifth straight 
under Coach Tom Osborne, the 
Cornhuskers battled back from an 
opening game loss to Washington 
State and a mid-season loss to lowa 
State to set the stage for another 
title game with mighty Oklahoma. 
Alas, the Sooners—ranked No. 2 in 
the nation—doomed NU's hopes for 
a share of the Big 8 crown with a 
38-7 victory. As a result, the Hus-

kers are ranked No. 11 by the UPI 
and No. 12 by the AP. - 

Coach Tom Osborne turned in one 
of his finest coaching jobs during 1977 
and will take a 45-13-2 (6.76) rec- 
ord into the Liberty Bow! game. 
Graduation losses were huge after 
the 1976 season and Osborne had to 
direct a serious rebuilding program 
and a reshuffling of his staff after 
three key changes. 

The Huskers went into 1977 with- 
out a proven quarterback, a new 
defensive line and a largely-rebuilt 
offensive line. While the Huskers 
wound up with three losses and 
missed on their title bid, they be~ 
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came the best rushing team in 
Nebraska history and changed their 
image from a pass-oriented team to 
a tough-running outfit. 

Credit a fine offensive line and 
the emergence of a young whirlwind 
named |.M. Hipp, plus the steady 
Presence of Rick Berns and the 
sturdy blocking of Dodie Donnell 
and Monte Anthony for the Nebraska 
yardage outburst that hit 3,328. 

Hipp burst on the Nebraska, Big 8 
and national scene with amazing im- 
Pact. The Hipp pace was so fast he 
logged 1,301 yards—to become only 
the fourth Husker over 1,000 yards 
in a season. He also earned second- 
team All America honors. 

More important, however, was the

fact that the Huskers had a great 1-2 
punch. Hipp played little in the first 
two games and shared a great deal 
of time later with another great I- 
Back, Rick Berns, who shook off in- 
jury to chip in 662 yards Between 
the two, they gained 1,963 yards and 
scored 20 touchdowns (Hipp 10, 
Berns 10). Both will be back in 1878 
to present an awesome task for the 
opposition. 

Tom Sorely and Randy Garcia 
shared the NU quarterbacking 
chores, with Donnell and Anthony 
handling the bulk of the fullback 
work. Additional running strength 
came from |-Back Tim Wurth and 


wingback Curtis Craig, who capped 
a fine career with 337 yards rushing 
and 120 yards in pass receptions. 

The offensive line featured All 
America center Tom Davis, All Big 
8 guard Greg Jorgensen, standout 
tackles Stan Waldemore and Kelvin 
Clark, swift guard Steve Lindquist, 
tight ends Ken Spaeth and Mark Du- 
fresne and split end Tim Smith. 
Kenny Brown also boosted the wing- 
back spot. J 

Defensively, the Huskers were led 
by super linebacker Lee Kunz, who 
logged 141 tackles and broke the NU 
record with 95 assists. The secondary 
of cornerbacks Ted Harvey and Rene 
Anderson, monster Jim Pillen and 
safety Larry Valasek held opponents 
to 94.3 yards per game average on 
Passing. 

The inexperienced front wall came 
on strong during the latter part of 
the campaign to become a much 
tougher defense than it had been 
in the early going. 

Kerry Weinmaster, Jeff Pullen and 
Oudious Lee gave the Huskers three 
solid middle guards, while the 
tackles were manned by Barney Cot- 
ton, Randy Poeschl and Bill Barnett. 
George Andrews was one of the top 
defensive ends in the Big 8 and Tony 
Samuel and Larry Young also turned 
in fine seasons. 

In the opening game former 
Nebraska Assistant Warren Powers 
launched his head coaching career at 
Washington State by spoiling the 
Husker's 1977 debut, 19-10, before 
75,922 stunned fans. 

Nebraska completely dominated 
the game, but the Cougars were the 
beneficiaries of numerous Nebraska 
turnovers and capitalized upon them 
to pull off a major upset. 

Before a near-nationwide audience 
on ABC, Nebraska unleased its most 
colorful and emotional effort.of the 
Tom Osborne era to hang a 31-24 
shocker on Alabama 

Nebraska's young defense—led by 
two Jim Pillen interceptions—kept 
the Tide from rolling. Rick Berns, 
with 128 yards rushing, three pass 
receptions for 22 yards, and three 
TD's, won Big 8 and national honors 
for his part in the rousing victory. 

With Rick Berns sidelined by In- 
jury, the Huskers turned sophomore 
|.M. Hipp loose and the result was 
an impressive 31-10 win over Baylor 
in the third contest. 

Hipp took over in the first quarter 
after Berns—who had logged four 
straight 100-yard-plus games—went 
down with a_ hip-pointer. The 
Chapin, S.C. walk-on proceeded .to 
rush for 122 yards, including a 14- 
yard TD run, to lead the Huskers

Hipp, making his first start he- 
cause Rick Berns was injuréd, staged 
a brilliant exhibition of running.

28 times for 254 yards, smashing 
Berns’ mark of 211 at Hawaii in 1976. 


Ironically, Hipp didn’t score a TD, 
but he left that up to teammates 
and they hit on 31 for the third 
straight week. 

Two long I.M. Hipp touchdown 
runs were the difference in Nebras- 
ka's 26-9 win over Kansas State in 
Manhattan, Kan. . 

With «Nebraska trailing 3-0, Hipp 
roared around the end for 66 yards 
and a touchdown on the first play of 
the second quarter. In the third quar- 
ter Hipp ran 82 yards to put Nebraska 
farther ahead 17-3.

Nebraska’s defense kept K-State’s 
potent passing attack bottled up. 
allowing only 96 yards passing and 
intercepting three Wildcat.passes. ~ 

At the middle of the season, tough 
lowa State upset_Nebraska for the 
second year in a row behind the run- 
ning and receiving of running back 
Dexter Green. Time and time again 
ISU coverted on third down with 
screen and draw plays to Green. 

Nebraska led 14-7 at the end of 
the first quarter, but ISU scored two 
quick touchdowns in the second 
period to gain the lead they never 
relinquished. 

Rebounding from the upset loss to 


lowa State, the Huskers came roar- 
ing back to defeat the Colorado 
Buffaloes 33-15. [back I.M. Hipp 
again had another good day, as he 
finished with 172 yards, his fifth 
straight game over the century mark. 

After jumping out to an early 15-3 
lead, it looked as though the Buffs 
would hand the Cornhuskers their 
second defeat in a row, but it didn't 
take Nebraska long to get going. 
When the Huskers hit, they hit hard 
with a strong defensive game in addi- 
tion to Hipp’s running. 

As the Cornhuskers headed down 
to Stillwater for a game against Ok- 
lahoma State, the game was being 
built up as a showdown between 
LL.M. Hipp and OSU running back 
Terry Miller. As it turned out, the 
game came down to a team battle 
as the Huskers came away with a 
31-14 victory. 

Nebraska's defense, in perhaps its 
finest performance of the season, 
held Miller to just over 100 yards 


~ and only 1 touchdown. The big star 


for the Cornhuskers was Junior 
Quarterback Tom Sorley, as he en- 
gineered the Nebraska offense 
superbly. Wingback Curtis Craig 
ended up with 82_yards and one 
touchdown, his best output of the 
season. Hipp scored twice on runs of 
ten and one yards even though he 
broke his 100 yard game string with 
a71 yard performance. 

In another tough Big 8 contest, the 
Cornhuskers headed down to Co- 
lumbia to play the Missouri Tigers. 
The big job for the Husker defense 
was going to be stopping the Tigers 
outstanding passer, Pete Woods. And 
stop him they did, as they held the 
Missouri star way under his game 
average . 

Lead by the rushing of Junior I- 
Back Richard Berns and the defen- 
sive play of Monster Back Jim Pillen 
nd linebacker Jeff Carpenter, the 
Cornhuskers came back with a 21-10 
victory. Berns had 81 yards and two 
touchdowns to head the Husker of- 
fense. In addition, kicker Billy Todd 
added three field goals of 37, 27, 
and 42 yards respectively. 

It was a record setting day for 
Cornhuskers as they beat Kansas 
52-7 on the Memorial Stadium astro- 
turf. 

Kicker Billy Todd set one record 
and tied another, and Nebraska set 
the NU single game rushing record 
with 550 yards. 

1.M. Hipp (200 yards) and Rick 
Berns (107 yards) had over 100 
yards rushing and sophomore !|-Back 
Tim Wurth added 90 yards. Lee 
Kunz again led Nebraska in tackling 
with 13. 

Simply stated, Nebraska could not 


keep up with Oklahoma's quickness 
and speed and suffered their worst 
loss since 1968 to the Sooners 38-7. 
Nebraska's offense moved the ball 
well, but stopped themselves with 
turnoevers and penalties at inoppor- 
tune times. After the first quarter, 
the Huskers were unable to stop Ok- 
lahoma's potent running game. 
Following two Oklahoma touch- 
downs early in the second quarter, 
Nebraska marched 80 yards in eight 
plays to make the score 14-7 Okla- 
homa. However, the Sooners came

right back to regain the momentum. 

Nebraska wasn't picked as a Big 
8 power in 1977, but Coach Tom 
Osborne and his team battled the 
odds, turned in some great moments 
and overcame some disappointments 
to become one of the top teams in 
the nation.

Meet Huskers Head Coach 
TOM OSBORNE 


Tom Osborne is in his fifth season 
as the head coach of the Nebraska 
Cornhuskers and is established as 
one of the outstanding. football 
coaches in the nation. 
In the five seasons, Osborne—who 
succeeded Bob Devaney in 1973— 
has skippered the Huskers to a 
sparkling 45-13-2 record, four Top 
10 finishes, three bowl victories and 
a winning percentage of .767. 
Thus far in 1977, the Huskers are 
8-3-0. In 1976, Nebraska ended the 
year 9-4-1 and beat Texas Tech 27- 
24 in the Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl. 
UPI ranked the Huskers No. 7 in 
‘76. The 1975 season saw the Corn- 
huskers finish the regular season 
with a 10-1 record before losing, 
17-14, to No. 2 ranked Arizona State 
in the Fiesta Bowl, and winding up 
No. 9. In 1974, the Huskers ended 
with a 9-3 mark, beat Florida in 
the Sugar Bowl and finished No. 8 
in the U.S. Then in 1973, Osborne's 
first. year, the Gornhuskers were 
9-2-1, defeated Texas in the Cotton 
Bow! and ended the year ranked 
No. 7 nationally. : 
Nebraska's Sugar Bowl win in 
4974 was the Huskers’ sixth con- 
secutive post-season victory in as 
many years, tying the national rec- 
ord also shared by Georgia Tech 
Osborne, who graduated from 
Hastings College before logging pro 


time with the Washington Redskins 
and San Francisco 49ers, joined De- 
vaney as an assistant in 1962. In 1965 
he received his Ph.D. in Educational 
Psychology, then elected football 
coaching as a career. He coached 
the Husker receivers and helped build 
the NU offense into one of the most 
potent in the nation during the 1970 
and 1971 National Championship 
years. 

While Osborne was a newcomer 
to the head coaching ranks in 1973, 
he was no stranger to Nebraska 
football. Osborne was a member of 
Bob Devaney’s incomparable staff 
for 11 years—the last six as a key 
organizer of a steam-roller offense. 

During his tenure on the Devaney 
staff, Osborne headed the passing 
game strategy and coached the re- 
ceivers. When Devaney announced 
his retirement from coaching in 
favor of full-time athletic director du- 
ties following the 1971 season, “he 
announced Osborne would be his suc- 
cessor and assistant head coach for 
his final season of 1972. Osborne 
served in that capacity and as direc- 
tor of recruiting in 1972, then took 
the reins in 1973 and became only 
the third Husker coach in history 
(w. C. Cole in 1907 and Bob De- 
vaney in 1962) to win eight games in 
his first season. And he was the first 
coach in Nebraska history to take 
his team to a major bowl (Cotton) 
in his first year. 

An outstanding high school ath- 
lete at Hastings High School in the

mid 1950's Osborne was named Ne- 
braska prep Athlete of the Year. 
Passing up major college offers, 
Osborne became the star quar- 
terback and basketball player for 
Hastings College where both his 
father and grandfather had matricu- 
lated. In 1959 he was named State 
College Athlete of the Year—the first 
athlete in Nebraska history to win 
both the high school and college 
honor. 

Following graduation from hast- 
ings with a Bachelor of Arts Degree, 
Osborne played two years with the 
Washington Redskins and one year 
with the San Francisco 49ers as a 
flankerback before returning to Ne- 
braska. 

In 1962 he contacted Bob Devaney 
and secured a position as a graduate 
assistant on the Husker staff. He 
continued in that capacity until he 
obtained his Master's Degree in 
1963. Gontinuing his dual role in 
education and football coaching, Os- 
borne gained his Doctor's Degree in 
1965 and, holding the Academic 
rank of Instructor of Educational 
Psychology in Teacher's College, 
was a half-time coach. 

Osborne elected to pursue coaching 
full-time in 1967 and became the 
Huskers’ offensive receivers coach, 
a decision that NU fans have applau- 
ded since.

A Beacon For 60 Years

There was a hole in the sky on 
May 5, 1977 at 495 Union. The hole 
in the sky has now been plugged 
at Liberty Bowl Memorial Stadium 

It was caused by the removal of 
an all-electric American flag that 
has burned for 60 years on top of 
The Commercial Appeal offices in 
Memphis. 

Made of aluminum and flashing 
lights, the flag, weighing thousands 
Of pounds, was lowered by crane 


over the side of the newspaper build- 
Ing 4 

Although it is one of the city's 
most unusual landmarks, almost no- 
body witnessed the lowering except 
the crane crew and some of the press 
who Went outside to make pictures 
and take notes as if history was hap- 


pening 


And, it was. 

Records indicate that the flag, be- 
lieved to be the first animated sign 
in town, was hoisted to the top of 


the newspaper's old offices at Sec- 
ond and Court in 1917 


The sign was designed and built 
by Robert George Motley of Motley 
Brothers Electric Company. Being 
the first electric sign ever made in 
Memphis, a “globe-type” structure 
was used in which individual bulbs 
are throughout the frame. 

World War | was underway, then, 
and former editor Frank R. Ahligren 
believes the flag was acquired 
through the efforts of the late C.P 
J. Mooney, perhaps the most famous 
of the newspaper's editors. 

“Mr. Mooney was a genuine flag- 
waver and those were patriotic 
times," says Ahligren. “Later, when 
the newspaper moved to its present 
offices in 1933, the flag was moved, 
too.” 

By then it was already a landmark 
to Memphians. But Ahlgren made it 
even more famous during World War 
|| when he obtained special permis- 
sion to keep the flag lighted even 
though the wartime Office of Pro- 
duction Management had ordered 
black-outs and brown-outs to con- 
serve energy. 

The decision was based on the 
belief that the country had more to 
gain by keeping the flag tighted than 
turning it off. 

The flag, which is about 18 feet 
square, continued to work until 
about a year ago. Then, the flashing 
system that controls almost 300 red, 
white and blue lights failed. It was 
this system that gave the flag the 
appearance of rippling in an electric 
breeze 

Joseph R. Williams, business 
manager for the Memphis Publish- 
ing Co., ordered the flag taken down 
and moved to Peck Sign Industries, 
Inc., where it was to be refurbished 
and put back into working order 

Johnny Rutledge, a member of the 
crane crew, said the flag had to be 
cut down with torches because the 
bolts that were holding it up on the 
roof had been in too long to ever get 
loose. 

New offices have been built to 
replace those over which it had 
“flown” since 1933. “A new and 
most appropriate site was found, and 
the flag is now “waving” over Liber- 
ty Bowl Memorial Stadium,” Wil- 
liams said 

From the top of the press box, 
it will be a visible symbol for miles 
around and a bright beacon for the 
millions of passengers flying in and 


out of Memphis International Air- 
port
